SUBJECT: AZORES BASE EXPLORATORY DISCUSSIONS 

FOR AMBASSADOR 

1 . ASSISTANT SECRETARY HARTMAN MET WITH PORTUGUESE 
AMBASSADOR THEMIDO SEPTEMBER 21 FOR A GENERAL CONVERSATION 
ON NEGOTIATIONS FOR RENEWAL OF THE AZORES BASE AGREEMENT. 
HARTMAN PUT FORTH SOME GENERAL PRINCIPLES: THAT WE WORK 
FOR A SIMPLE EXTENSION OF THE EXISTING AGREEMENT; THAT IT 

BE FOR A SUBSTANTIAL PERIOD OF TIME; AND THAT WE DO THIS IN 
A FRAMEWORK WHICH EXPANDS COOPERATION WITH PORTUGAL IN THE 
ECONOMIC AND MILITARY FIELDS. THUS REFLECTING THE TOTALITY 
OF OUR EVOLVING AND FRIENDLY RELATIONSHIP WITH PORTUGAL. 

2. THEMIDO WAS HERE MOSTLY TO LISTEN BUT HE THOUGHT THESE 
PRINCIPLES WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE TO LISBON. HE SPECULATED 
THAT THE GOP WOULD WANT THE PERIOD OF THE NEW AGREEMENT TO 
BEGIN WITH THE FEBRUARY 1974 EXPIRATION DATE OF THE OLD ONE. 

HE ALSO ASKED HOW WE COULD MAKE COMMITMENTS IN THE NEGOTIA- 
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CONGRESSIONAL AUTHORIZATION AND APPROPRIATION. HARTMAN 
ACKNOWLEDGED THE VALIDITY OF THE QUESTION, SAID WE FACED 
THIS PROBLEM IN EVERY NEGOTIATION, AND NOTED THAT CON- 
GRESSIONAL SUPPORT FOR PORTUGAL MADE IT UNLIKELY THERE 
WOULD BE ANY PROBLEM ON APPROVAL OF EXTENSION OF THE AZORES 

AGREEMENT. 

3. WITH REGARD TO AZOREAN PARTICIPATION, HARTMAN NOTED 
THAT THIS WAS A PORTUGUESE PROBLEM BUT THAT WE ASSUMED 
THE GOP WOULD FEEL A NEED TO ALLOCATE SOME OF OUR ASSIS- 
TANCE TO THE AZORES. HOW THEY ACCOMMODATED AZOREAN 
INTERESTS IN THE NEGOTIATIONS AND HOW THEY ALLOCATED 
ASSISTANCE TO THE AZORES WAS UP TO LISBON.

1 . ASSISTANT SECRETARY HARTMAN MET WITH PORTUGUESE 
AMBASSADOR THEMIDO SEPTEMBER 21 FOR A GENERAL CONVERSATION 
ON NEGOTIATIONS FOR RENEWAL OF THE AZORES BASE AGREEMENT. 
HARTMAN PUT FORTH SOME GENERAL PRINCIPLES: THAT WE WORK 
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FOR A SIMPLE EXTENSION OF THE EXISTING AGREEMENT; THAT IT 
BE FOR A SUBSTANTIAL PERIOD OF TIME; AND THAT WE DO THIS IN 
A FRAMEWORK WHICH EXPANDS COOPERATION WITH PORTUGAL IN THE 
ECONOMIC AND MILITARY FIELDS, THUS REFLECTING THE TOTALITY 
OF OUR EVOLVING AND FRIENDLY RELATIONSHIP WITH PORTUGAL. 

2. THEMIDO WAS HERE MOSTLY TO LISTEN BUT HE THOUGHT THESE 
PRINCIPLES WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE TO LISBON. HE SPECULATED 
THAT THE GOP WOULD WANT THE PERIOD OF THE NEW AGREEMENT TO 
BEGIN WITH THE FEBRUARY 1974 EXPIRATION DATE OF THE OLD ONE. 

HE ALSO ASKED HOW WE COULD MAKE COMMITMENTS IN THE NEGOTIA- 
TIONS WHEN A;Y AGREEMENT WE REACHED WOULD BE SUBJECT TO 
CONGRESSIONAL AUTHORIZATION AND APPROPRIATION. HARTMAN 
ACKNOWLEDGED THE VALIDITY OF THE QUESTION, SAID WE FACED 
THIS PROBLEM IN EVERY NEGOTIATION, AND NOTED THAT CON- 
GRESSIONAL SUPPORT FOR PORTUGAL MADE IT UNLIKELY THERE 
WOULD BE ANY PROBLEM ON APPROVAL OF EXTENSION OF THE AZORES 

AGREEMENT. 

3. WITH REGARD TO AZOREAN PARTICIPATION, HARTMAN NOTED 
THAT THIS WAS A PORTUGUESE PROBLEM BUT THAT WE ASSUMED
